the myſtical Solomon the King of hea- 
ven: Strieelius, and fome others,

. derſtood of King Solomons Cornation, 
but Bezas, Fanſonntus, andamong the 
reſt Titelman contradiQs that interpre- 
tation , and ſayes it cannot be ſomeant, 
and his reaſon is , Quoniam in Sacris 
liters, nihil uſquam tale (ecundum His 
foriam geſtum legimus , quale hic de- 
ſcribitur, &c, Becauſe ( fayes he 
in the Sacred Story, we read of no 
{uch thing done , as Batbſhebas ſetting

Firſt, Solomon was a peaceable King, 
his very Name fignifies fo much, in 
hisraign they had peaceable times in 
Fadea , they were not troubled in his 
dayes, either with inteſtine, or for- 
reign broyles, till about the cloſing 
of his life; the 7ſrarlites were not a- 
Iarmed with the: ſhrill ſound of the 
Trumpet: their reſt was not diſquiet- 
ed with the beating of Drums, and 
thundring of Canons , but all Iſrael 
dwelt ſafely , every poor man flept (e- 
curely in his own Cottage , and feared 
nothing , the barbarous Souldiers did 
not ſpoyle their Corn-fields, nor plun- 

der theit houſes, but every man fate 
down under his own Vine , and under 
his own Fig-tree, and eatthe fruits + 
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his own labour ', and no man made 
them afraid; theſe calm and Halcyor 
dyes did Solomoy bring along with him 
into the Iſraelites Land, And in this 
he repreſented the myſtical Solomon, 
who is the true Princeof Peace,indeed, 
fo called by the Evangelical Prophet , 
Iſa. 9. 6, Art his coming into the 
' world there was ſuch a ſtilneſ(s, and 
calmnels in moſt Nations; as never 
was known beforeor {ince, as we may 
read inthe Hiſtories of theſe times; all 
Wars were huſht, and gone , Natzon 
did not riſeup againſt Nation, #herr 
[words were beaten into plongh-ſhares , 
and their ſpears into pruning hooks ;; 
the Temple of Fanus at Rome, that al- 
wayes ſtood open in time of War,thuc 
of its own accord : Such peaceable 
times did this Prince of our peace bring 
with him, Burt this is not all ; our Sa- 
viour Chriſt was a right Solomon , Pa- 
cificus in che Creation of the world;

Cedar in Lebanon , to the Hyſop that 
grows upon the Wall: Ari#otle was 
but a Dunce to him in Natural Philo- 
ſophy ; Plato might have been his Pu- 
pil, and gone to Lectures to him ; So- 
crates might have leafn't Moral Philo- 
ſophy of hims and Yirgil and 0vid 
Poetry : he might have read Politicks 
tothe profoundeſt Stateſman that ever 
counſell'd Prince; he might have read 
Oeconomicks to the wiſeft Governour 
of a family that ever wasin the world :
